roads party, and notified that a com­ 
plete report is in course of prepara­ 
tion to be issued for information of 
the general public at an early date. 
Bearing especially upon Oklahoma 
conditions with reference to improv­ 
ing public highways in this state, 
we respectfully ask to supplement: 
'First. 
Our observations have con­ 
vinced us that the best roads are

pointment of a highway commission, 
with aufhority and appropriation to 
construct and maintain state roads.

We find

Oklahoma 
possesses more good road building

in building local and lateral roads, 
with a view to establishing a con­ 
nected and convenient system.

the

aeroplanes, 
pur­ 
chased from the Wright 'brothers, by 
the 
signal corps. 
Each officer ac­ 
companied Mr. W right on three fights. 
Before sunrise the aeroplane was 
rolled from the shed and, in what 
was 
practically 
a dead 
calm, 
Mr. 
W right and Lieut. Humphrey made a 
flight of over l l minutes duration. 
The second flight, with Lieut. Lahm 
in the pupil's seat, was the longest 
th at has been made a t the signal 
corps aerodrome, lasting for eighteen 
m inutes and thirty-seven seconds. In 
both flights Mr. W right permitted the 
lieutenants 
to operate the machine 
unaided. 
The third flight was made in a 


slight 'breeze. Lieut. 'Humphrey again 
accompanying Mr. Wright. The ma­ 
chine was in the air for over ten 
minutes. 
IMtr. Wright, accompanied by Lieut. 
Lahm, then flew ‘for eleven minutes 
and thirty seconds. While the ma­ 
chine was encircling the field it was 
pitched and tossed by 
a 
ten-mile 
wind. 
In the evening Mr. W right was ac­ 
companied 'by Lieut. Humphrey, who 
handled the machine unaided through 
most of the devious route. 
On the last flight of the day Mr. 
Wright had Lieut. Lahm 
with him 
for more than eight minutes. As the 
machine sped around the field Mr. 
’W right could he seen to take his 
hands off the levers and allow his 
pupil to guide the craft. 
He held 
himself in readiness to take hold of 
the machine at any 
moment 
and, 
when a sudden gust of wind of un­ 
usual force would strike the machine 
the instructor would grab the levers 
and bring the craft -back on an even 
keel. 
W bile flying about the aerodrome 
with Lieut. Lahm and Mr. Wright, 
the 
aeroplane 
came 
abreast 
of 
a 
swiftly-moving 
express 
train. 
So 
close was the machine to its rival on 
the 
earth 
that 
it 
appeared 
to 
be 
right above it. 
The disturbance of 
the air caused 'by the speed of the 
train seemed to effect the aeroplane, 
which swept down dangerously close 
to the earth. As the wind caught it 
and aided it onward it seemed to 
gain upon the train. 
Longer flights' with more difficult 
maneuvers are now to be attempted 
by the aviation class at the govern­ 
ment aerodrome. Lieut. Foulois. the 
young signal corps officer, who made 
the famous Alexandria cross-country 
flight with Orville Wright, returned 
today from Nancy, France, where he 
has been as the representative of the 
United States army at the aeronauti­ 
cal congress. He will report at Col­ 
lege Park tomorrow. It is probable 
that he will be added to the list of 
students of aviation.

Guthrie, Okla.. Oct. 19.—The Su­ 
preme Court yesterday revoked the li­ 
cense of Virgil Biggers to practice 
law In the state, sustaining the dis­ 
barment proceedings brought in that 
court on the grounds that he had con­ 
fessed that he had been guilty of re­ 
ceiving bribes while county attorney 
of Pottawatomie*County. 
Biggers claimed that he could not 
be disbarred by reason of the immun­ 
ity clause of the constitution. 
The 
syllabus of the court, however, holds 
that the provisions of Section 27, Ar­ 
ticle 2, of the constitution, granting 
immunity 
from prosecution for any 
matter 
concerning 
which 
a 
person 
may be compelled to testify, relates 
only to a criminal action and not to 
civil proceedings in which such trans­ 
action may be involved and that, un­ 
der the Oklahoma law, disbarment is 
a civil proceeding. 
A fter 
reviewing 
the 
charge 
that 
Biggers confessed he received bribes 
while county 
attorney of 
Pottawa­ 
tomie County, and that he was com­ 
pelled to testify to this, the court re­ 
serves a ruling on these charges but 
orders that the license of Biggers as 
an attorney at law be revoked and 
that his name be stricken from the 
attorney's roll of the Supreme Court.

GAME CANNOT BE SOLD. 


It Is Also a Violation of Law to Of­ 
fer ft»r Sale or to Ship From 
the State. 


As the time is 
fast 
approaching 
when sportsmen may indulge in the 
pleasant 
pastime of quail 
hunting, 
we deem it advisable to reproduce 
for their guidance the law bearing 
upon the question of shipping or of­ 
fering ror sale any kind of game. 
Under the provisions of law* if you 
indulge your appetite to the eating of 
wild game you m is t either kill it 
yourself or some goal neighbor must 
give it to you. 
The following is the 
law: 


Sec. 3. 
It shall be unlawful to 
sell or offer or expose for sale at 
any time any game animal, game bird 
or non-game bird, or the nest or eggs 
of any bird protected by law, except 
that all game seized under the pro­ 
visions cf this act shall be sold and 
the proceeds shall be paid out, one- 
half to the officer seizing the same 
and 
the 
other 
half 
to 
the 
state 
game w arden,'fo r the benefit of the 
game protection fund. Provided, how- 
ever, that all live birds seized by 
any officer or game warden shall be 
turned loose in some suitable local­ 
ity. Provided, that this section shall 
not apply to animals or birds held in 
captivity in accordance with the laws 
of this state.” 
Under the law game birds are the 
following: 
“The term ‘game bird’ shall include 
quail, 
pat ridge, 
pheasant, 
grouse.

Sources o^ contamination of drink­ 
ing water are many. Too often the 
family depend on the open dug well 
in the back yard for water to drink. 
Such a well is never above suspic­ 
ion. 
It is a drainage pipe for a 
great area of earth if not sealed 
against leakage. 
Experiments show 
that a dug well in porous earth will 
drain an area whose radius i3 about 
3 feet for every foot of depth. An 
open well 3 feet in diameter and 20 
feet deep in ordinary porous earth 
will drain ten thousand square feet 
of land around that well. This gives 
decaying matter, animal and vege­ 
t a b l e ^ good chance to get into the 
well through the pores of the earth. 
Besides if the well is left open at 
the top, a3 is too often the case, 
disease germs may find their way 
to the water through the opening. It 
is safe to say that more than half 
the wells thus situated contain ani­ 
mal or vegetable matter. If any read­ 
er has such a well and wishes to test 
it here is a simple plan: Fill a small, 
clean bottle . with the water to be 
tested, and add a pinch of pure white 
sugar. 
Set the bottle uncorked in a 
warm place for two days. If cloudi­ 
ness appears in that time the water 
is too "fo u r for drinking. To detect 
the cloudiness 
hold 
bottle against 
some black back ground in a good 
light. 
A more reliable test, and one 
that should be made lf you are not 
sure your water is good is this: 
Dissolve In an ounce of pure (dis­ 
tilled) 
water 12 grains of caustic 
potash and three grains of permanga­ 
nate potash. Add a few droops of 
this solution to a gill of the suspected 
water, in a perfectly clean >x)ttle. It 
will give the water a beautiful pink 
color. If this color changes to brown 
or disappears the water is bad. Sup­ 
pose you make this test on your city 
water.
